IS PREVENTED 


Gettysburg Street Paving not likely 


this Year. Town Does not Own 
Baltimore 
and Chambersburg 


Streets. Long Delay Probable. 


The proposed paving of the streets 


of Gettysburg id indefinitely postponed 
by a complication which has arisen in 
view of the fact that the borough does 
not own Baltimore and Cbainbersburg 
streets, and that the Gettysburg and 
Petersburg Turnpike Company, which 
does hold the title, is now negotiating 
with tbe State Highway Department 
for the sale of their property. 


The town has never acquired from 


the company the title to the two streets 
above mentioned and the company pays 
an annual sum for tbe up-keep of these 
streets. 
As the first square on Cham 


bsrsburg and the first square on Balti 
more street were two of the blocks for 
which paving .was provided in the 
ordinance presented to council tbe en- 
tire matter is held up and no action 
is probable for this year. 


Matters are lurtber complicated 
by 


the desire of the state to acquire tbe 
roads owned by tbe turnpike company. 
When it was first discovered that they 
owned the two Gettysburg streets an 
effort was made by'the town conncil'to 
acquire them and negotiations with 
that end in view were in progress. 


Now. 
however, tbe officials of tbe 


ettysbnrg and Petersburg Company 


do not wish to do anything which 
would affect the total price to be re- 
ceived from the state for their roads 
and it is feared that, if the Gettysburg 
streets were to lie given over to the 
lorough, this reduction in price would 
rollo\v. 


Whether or not the state will build 


roads in boroughs when they buy the 
streets, if they make~Sucb purchase, is 
not determined but the present comp- 
fication is sure to give Gettysburg no 
relief from tbe present condition of 
roads for some time ' to come. 
The 


fact that tbe turnpike officials are nego- 
tiating with the Highway Department 
for the sale of their roads means but 
little, 'so far as an early consummation 
is concerned, for that particular de- 
partment of the state's government bas 
demonstrated its slow moving qualities 
very thoroughly. 


WANT PIECES OF ROPE

Nearly every one of the persons desir- 
ing a piece of the rope first asked for 
the knot and noose.

also received several letetrs. In two of 
these tbe writers set out that they 
would like to have a piece of tbe rope 
as near the noose as possible.

insisted that the portion nearest the 
noose would be more effective in cases 
of rheumatism and epileptic fits.

The Western Maryland is figuring 


on about 15,000 tons of strnrtural steel 
which will be used in connection with 
bridge construction work soon to begin 
on'the entire system. As soon as the 
necessary specifications can he prepared 
bids will be asked for. 
The contract 


will be one of tbe largest let for some 
time and will involve an expenditure 
of a considerable sum of money. 


Some weeks ago, General Manager 


Shepherd and Chief Engineer Pratt, j 
accompanied by a number of contrac- 
tors, went over the line, and estimates 
for the work were made at various 
points 
The money for the improve- 


ments about to begin has already been 
provided for.

Marconi Declares Hi« Company Old 


Not SMk to Delay Message* of the 
Titanic. Disaster. 


Washington. April 30.—After a day 


of dlscuBslon intended to discover the 
needed reforms In the use of wireless 
telegraphy at sea, the senate commit- 
tee In.Yosil53.tl2S the Titanic disaster 
entered on the final stage of its in- 
quiry. 


Gugll«lxno Marconi, inventor of the 


wireless telegraph; 
F. ,M. Sammis, 


chief engineer of the American Mar- 
coni company; Wireless Operators 
Bride and Cottam; a passenger, Hugh 
Woolner, of England, and Fourth Of- 
ficer Boxhall, of the Titanic, were 
witnesses. Virtually all agreed that 
better regulations of wireless commu- 
nication at sea was essential. 


It was made clear that the commit- 


tee already had made up its mind to 
advocate legislation preventing wire- 
less operators on shipboard from hold- 
ing back details of disasters. Mr. Mar- 
coni and Mr. Sammis both acknowl- 
edged that a mistake had been made 
in sending messages to Bride and 
Cottam, on board the Carpathia, not 
to give out anything until they had 
seen Marconi and Sammis ashore. 


Mr. Marconi had discovered after 


leaving Washington last week that he 
had sent a message to the operator 
of the steamship 
Carpathia 
urging 


him to send news of the disaster to 
the wireless station at Siasconset, 
Mass., or to vessels of the United 
States navy. He read copies of these 
messages and declared that when he 
was examined by the coramitttee be- 
fore he had forgotten about that mes- 
sage. 


Mr. Marconi also produced copies of 


many other messages which passed 
between the Marconi office and the 
Carpathia in an endeavor to get defi- 
nite information of the wreck and the 
survivors. Mr. Marconi was excused 
by the committee in order that he 
might sail for England. 


F. M. Sammis, chief engineer of the 


American Marconi company, also tes- 
tified, explaining what had actuated 
him in sending messages to Bride and 
Cottam, operators of the Carpathia, to 
hold their tales for "four figures." He 
said he had made an 
arrangement 


with a New York newspaper for them 
to sell th»ir personal tales and had 
sent the messages to- the "boys" in- 
forming them of that fact. 


Sammle declared that. Bride and 


Cottam, operators on the Carpathia, 
should not bp blamed for not sending 
news of the ship. 


"If there is any blame," said Sam- 


mis, "it should be upon the captain of 
the Carpathia. The captain of a ship 
is censor of all wireless messages sent 
from a ship. The operators are there 
to send and receive. They send noth- 
ing that the captain does not pass 
upon." 


Sammis said that American wireless 


operators on board ship receive $45 a 
month. The English operators get £4 
a month The senator le:l Sammis into 
a lengthy discussion on the rate of 
operators' wages. 
• Senator Smith demanded to know if 
the witness did not believe It would 
have been more "creditable" to him- 
self and to his company if they re- 
warded such heroism as was shown 
by Operator Bride rather than by seal- 
ng their lips to arrange for a "pit- 
ance from a private source?" 
The 


witness replied that they were "all 
loing the best they could." 


Harold Bride, surviving operator ol 


:he Titanic, was recalled to the stand. 
He previously had testified in New 
York, the day after the Carpathia 
docked. 


Bride was first asked how much he 


received for selling the story of his 
experiences on the wreck to a New- 
York newspaper, and he said he got 
$1000. 


"When did you last see Captain 


Smith?" asked Senator Smith. 


"When he went overboard from the 


bridge about three minutes before 1 
left the ship," said Bride. 


"Did he have a life preserver on?" 
"I don't know. I know he hadn't 


any on when we were working In the 
cabin just before the ship sunk—he 
didn't have any on." aaid Bride. 


The Interchange of messages be 


tween the Titanic and the Caryathia 
were detailed again by Bride. He saiO 
the Carpathia was the first to an 
nounee i»s position and the beginning 
of its ni(O» to the rescue. Phillips, said 
Bride, fiafured that the Frankfurt was 
much nearer, because of much more 
stronger signals. 


"Well, if you had given your posi 


tion to the Frankfurt," said Senatoi 
Smith, "there minht be a very differ 
ent story today?" 


"Yes, sir."

ed that a beautiful ^young woman had 
been murdered and-that her husband 
had killed himself, apparently after 
he had pondered long over the dfsposal 
of her body. 


When th« murder and suicide wer» 


revealed It was evident that the wo- 
man had been dead at least two days. 
The body of the man was still warm, 
and it is believed he shot himself 
just as the investigation was set on 
foot 


The suicide and his victim were Al- 


bert de Brahms and his wife. Pauline. 
Until three months ago De Brahms 
was leader of the orchestra at a hotel. 


The last seen of Mrs. de Brahms 


was last Friday. She left the apart- 
ment some time in the morning, sup- 
posedly to get rolls for breakfast She 
did not return until evening. When 
the wife returned her husband had 
gone to tie -work that called him out 
nights. 


To the attendants the De Brahmses 


seemed to keep pretty quiet after that 
The orchestra leader was seen only 
when he went to and from his work. 
During the night, however, some of 
the tenants heard strange sounds com- 
ing from the De Brahms' apartment. It 
was as If a man were in grief. 


When the police broke in they found 


the woman's body in the bathroom. 
There was a lot of sawdust thrown 
around and blood 
came from what 


looked like a wound in the neck. De 
Brahms' body was found ^n a closet 
He left two notes, but their contents 
were not made public. One was to his 
mother. 


It was said in the apartment house

House Votes For Referendum. 


Washington, April 30.—For the first 


time in Its history the house went on 
record in favor of the referendum. By 
a vote of 132 to 119 the house decreed 
that the citizens of the District of Co 
lumbia shall take a referendum vote 
to determine whether or not they shall 
be taxed to sustain the police and 
firemen pension fund. 


Claims of Political Managers Vary 


Greatly, and as Usual All Express 
Confidence of Victory. 
Boston, April 30.—The presidential 


preference primary election la being 
held in Massachusetts today and the 
vote may prove to be decisive to the 
political aspirations of President Taft 
or former President Roosevelt. Bal- 
loting in this city began at 6 o'clock 
this morning. 


Other cities and towns began vot- 


ing later in the day, but it will be 10 
p. m. before the last ballot box will 
have closed and it is expected that it 
will be some hours afterward before 
any definite results are known. 


Owing to the complicated ballot and 


the absence of group voting, it Is ex- 
pected that no definite result will be 
known until tomorrow, and that it 
will be a day or two later before the 
actual identity of the thirty-six dele- 
gates to the Chicago and Baltimore 
conventions is known. 


This will be the first presidential 


preference primary ever held In Bay 
State, although the primary system for 
the selection of candidates for the 
state offices was tried, last fall All 
who voted at that election, are enroll- 
ed as either Republicans or Democrats 
in 353 cities and towns, and, unless 
they formally changed their party al- 
legiance ninety days ago, they will 
be compelled to vote the same party's 
ticket. 


As the campaign has been one of 


the most strenuous that has rocked 
the state for many years it is expect- 
ed that 450,000 voters will go to the 
polls. 


The presence of both President Taft 


and Colonel Roosevelt in the state 
during the closing hours of the cam- 
paign, the fact that they selected Mas- 
sachusetts for their first personal po- 
litical encounter, and comments from 
political writers outside the state, 
have been taken as indicating a pos- 
sibility that Massachusetts may make 
or mar the political fortunes Of the 
president or the colonel. 


Whether Senator LaFollette will be 


a factor in determining the result on 
the Republican side, and whether the 
forces of Governor Wilson and Speak- 
er 
Clark 
will 
receive 
additional 


strength by reason of the Massachu- 
setts primaries, .is a matter of much 
debate. 


Voters may have some difficulty In 


expressing their choice, owing to the 
complicated ballot.- In .giving Massa- 
chusetts a presidential 
preference 


primary the legislature failed to make 
any provision for circle 
voting by 


groups. On the Republican ballot 
there are 
three sets of delegates, 


eight for Roosevelt, eight for Taft and 
one candidate also pledged to Taft. 
LaFoliettte, Roosevelt and Taft ap- 
pear in the presidential preference col- 
umn. 


There are sets of Roosevelt and 


Taft delegates in each of the fourteen 
congressional districts, except in the 
First, where the Roosevelt district del- 
egates failed to qualify, and where the 
Roosevelt 
candidates will run on 


stickers. Alternates, both state and 
district, have also been named. 


Every Republican voter to give full 


expression to his political inclination 
must mark eight delegates-at-large, 
eight alternates-at-large, two district 
delegates and two alternates, and one 
of the presidential candidates. 


The Democratic ticket is even more 


unusual. There are fifteen candidates 
for delegates-at-large, ten of 
whom 


are pledged to Governor Eugene N. 
Poss, and one to Governor Woodrow 
Wilson, while four are without any 
pledges. At least three of the Demo- 
cratic candidates for delegates-at-large 
pledged to Governor Foss will be elect- 
ed, and It is notable that, although 
Governor Wilson 
might obtain the 


presidential preferences of the Demo- 
cratic voters, he could obtain only one 
delegate-at-large. 


Claims of the political managers, as 


usual, vary greatly. General Edgar 
R. Champlin, of the Taft forces, pre- 
dicts that the president will sweep the 
state and get at least thirty-four out 
of the thirty-six delegates. 
Matthew 


Hale, the Roosevelt manager, claims 
a victory In the Second, Third, Fourth, 
Sixth, Seventh, Ninth, Tenth, Elev- 
enth and Fourteenth 
congressional 


districts—and a fighting chance for 
the eight delegates-at-large. 


The supporters of Senator Robert 


M. LaFollette, Governor Woodrow 
Wilson and Speaker Champ Clark also 
were active, and considerable litera 
ture and final instructions to their po- 
litical lieutenants weer sent out

hood Will Act Unless Definite Plan 
is Forthcoming Today. 


New York, April 30—The full con- 


ference commltttee of managers of the 
eastern railroads, concerned with the 
demands of -the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, held sessions here 
and conferred with presidents of nine 
of tie lines. 
It was expected that a sub-commit- 


tee of nine general managers would 
meet Judge Martin A, Knapp, of the 
United States commerce court, and 
Charles P. Neill, United States com- 
missioner of labor. 


Following the conference of 
the 


Brotherhood's committee, Warren S. 
Stone, its grand chief, said he was 
"dissatisfied with what I think is pro- 
crastination on the part of the railroad 
managers." 
"I think they are simply trying to 


-gain time," Stone said, "and unless 
they have a definite proposition to- 
day I will take action." 


It was understood that Stone meant 


he would break off pending negotia- 
tions for arbitration. Others who heard 
Stone's remarks believed he had be- 
come so dissatisfied with the delay in 
the negotiations that he would call a 
strike within twenty-four hours if a 
peace plan was not formulated at 
once. 
It is said that the presidents of the 


lines involved have prepared to take 
further consideration of the contro- 
versy out of the hands of the confer- 
ence commltttee of managers and deal 
with the englnemen directly. 


Judge Knapp and Commissioner 


Neill, who have been attempting for 
more than a week to bring the Broth- 
erhood and the railroads to an under- 
standing, said they had not been offi- 
cially notified of the "ultimatum" of 
Stone and would continue their work. 


The previous threat of Stone was 


regarded ae a crisis. Railroad presi-
